WASHINGTON—4jR—The Eisenhower administration tentatively has 


decided to hold military spending at the 43 billion dollar level but Sen. 
Taft (R-Ohio) said today the cut under former President Truman's 
estimates "isn't enough." 


Taft, 
the

leader, confirmed that President 
Eisenhower's 
announcement last 


week of an 8'/i billion dollar cut- 
back in appropriation requests to 
Congress is based on continuing 
the military program at its present 
levels in the fiscal year beginning 
July 1. 


This would lop off the 2>,£ billion 


increase in arms spending pro- 
posed by Truman. Eisenhower has 
contended, however, that his ad- 
ministration will get more out of 
ts dollars and thus attain approxi- 
mately th« same combat strength. 


Taft said he thinks a pending 


Defense department reorganiza- 
ion plan and proposed reductions 
n manpower should yield some 
savings, but not enough. 


"What w« need is new military 


advice—a rejurvey which will fix 
he wartime roles of the Army, 
Navy and AJr Force and tell us 
what weapons we need and what 
we should discard," he said.

Budget Goes 
To Congress 


Figure $1.7 Billion 
Less Than Truman's; 
Dulles Pleads Cause 


WASHINGTON—(JP)~The 


Eisenhower administ ration 
asked congress today for $5,- 
828,000,000 in new foreign aid 
as a necessary defense for 
America itself , against "the 
Soviet threat." 


President Eisenhower made the 


main plea in a special message to 
the lawmakers. The detailed pres- 
entation was made by a parade of 
cabinet members, backed by Gen. 
Omar Bradley, chairman of the 
joint chiefs of staff, in testimony to 
a joint session of the senate foreign 
relations and house foreign affairs 
committees. 


"•'The basic purpose of this pro- 


gram is simply the long-term 
security of the United States living 
in the shadow of the Soviet 
threat," the presidential message 
said.

He noted that the bulk of the 


money—approximately 5% billion 
—is set up "for military weapons 
and direct support -"to the defense 
efforts of our friends and allies.1:

we cannot afford to relax our de- 
fenses until we have seen clear, 
unmistakable evidence of genuine-

committees, made virtually the 
same argument in differing words, 
and told the congress members 
that if there Is any error in the 
total figures the mistake has been 
in setting them too low.

While the request is $1,772,000,- 


000 less than former President 
Truman 
ma'de in his farewell 


budget for the year starting July 
l, it still is higher than many 
congress members seem willing to 
go. 


"The reduction is not as great 


as many of us would like to see," 
Dulles said,-"having regard to the 
need to balance the budget, to re- 
establish our currency and, even- 
tually, to reduce taxes. The re- 
duction is, however, as great as, 
in our judgment, can be reconciled 
with the essential security of the 
United States." 


Testifying before a joint session 


of the senate and house foreign 
affairs- committees, Dulles said 
there is 'no evidence Russia's threat

The new foreign aid program, he 


said, is "aimed at retaining the 
initiative for peace" which he said 
President Eisenhower seized in his" 
foreign policy speech April 16.

Cattle Marketings Reached 
Panic Proportions in April

Marketings 
of cattle reached 


panic proportions in April. For the 
first three week*, slaughter at ma- 
jor markets was reported to be up 
44 per cent from the year before. 
Marketings and slaughter contin- 
ued near this level for the rest of 
the month. 


Marketings of calves were al- 


most equally high in comparison 
with 1952. Slaughter was up 38 per 
cent for the first three weeks. 


Very High Kates 


These very high rates of mar- 


ketings point either to (1) a cut- 
back in market supplies later this 
year or (2) a substantial reduction 
in numbers of cattle on farms. 


When this year began1/* farmers 


and ranches had 93.7 million head 
of cattle and calves, according to 
official estimates. A normal yearly 
slaughter from such a herd is 
about 38 per cent. In actual num- 
bers that is 35.6 million head, or

about 28 per cent more than was 
slaughtered in 1902. If slaughter 
increases more than this, it will 
bring about a corresponding re- 
duction in numbers on farms. 


The average rate of slaughter 


for the five months ending with 
April was about 24 per cent over 
corresponding year-earlier levels. 
However, the December-March in- 
crease was only 24 per cent com- 
pared with over 40 per cent for 
April. If slaughter continues to 
show a 40 per cent increase over 
1952 figures, cattle and calf num- 
bers will be reduced by two or 
three million head this year. 


Big Marketings 


Big marketings of cattle during 


April-May-June were indicated by 
the UCDA report of cattle on feed 
April 1. It showed that corn-belt 
cattle feeders were planning to 
market 30 to 40 per cent more cat- 
tle during this period this year 
than they did in 1952. 


When the rate of slaughter jump- 


ed last winter, prices had to be 
cut sharply in order to sell the ad- 
ditional beef; Recent prices 
tot- 


slaughter steers were 40 per cent 
lower than prices of two years ago. 


Many cattle feeders believe they 


were victims of bad luck in being 
caught in this price drop. Actually 
they sent this avalanche of beei to 
market at a very advantageous 
time. It is fortunately timed from 
two standpoints: 
(1) it 
conies 


when pork supplies are sharply re- 


duced, and (2) it comes when em- 
ployment and consumer buying 
power at at all-time high levels. 
Without these two supporting in- 
fluences, prices would have been 
much lower. 


1'ork Supplies LeM 


Pork supplies will become small- 


er until the first of the spring pigs 
are ready for market in August. 
Late summer and eadly fall sup- 
plies figure to be around 10 to 15 
per cent less than last year. Mar- 
ketings during the late fall and 
early winter will probably show 
less reduction. 


Consumer demand seems likely 


to remain fairly strong for several 


months. Moderate unemployment 
seems likely to develop in a few 
industries, but most of them -are 
headed for a good year.' 


Some lay-offs may be in the in- 


dustries producing transportation 
equipment — autos, trucks, rail- 
road cars and locomotives. De- 
fense spending seems like to level 
off, but not to be reduced. 


Employment on big construction 


jobs will be large this summer 
and .next fall. This is indicated by 
the volume of contracts awarded 
for big construction jobs. 
From 


January 1 through the third week 
in April, such contract awards 
totaled over five billion dollars, or 
one-fourth more than last year.

URBANA—Feeding antibiotif? in 


your hog ration will help get your 
hogs ready for the best market 
prices in August, says Harry G. 
Rusell, extension livestock special- 
ist at the Illinois College of Agri- 
culture. 


One reason that antibiotics have 


the effect of speeding gains is that 
they apparently stimulate the hogs 
to cat more feed, Russell says. 
More feed intake means more pork 
on the hog.

Easy Tests 
Help Fight 
Dairy Germ 


URBANA — Dairymen can use 


either of two easy, routine tests to 
detect mastitis in the dairy herd. 


The Universiy of Illinois College 


of Veterinary Medicine says the 
strip cup and the bromthymol-blue 
tests are easily applied and reas- 
onably accurate. Daily use of eith- 
er test helps to detect mastiti* 
when it first gets stared. 


The strip cup test probably ia 


the 
most popular ' test* among 


dairymen, the veterinary college 
believes. It shows clots or flakes 
of abnormal milk. The bromthy- 
mol-blue test card turns green or 
greenish-blue when suspicious milk 
contacts it. 


If the- test finds a cow giving 


suspicious milk, have a veterinar- 
ian collect milk samples to be sent 
to a diagnostic laboratory. There 
the mastitis germs will be definite- 
ly identified. Once the germs are 
known, treatment with the appro- 
priate antibiotic or drug can be 
started. 


Veterinarians add. h o w e v e r , 


that treatment isn't the whole 
answer to fighting mastitis. Equal- 
ly important are proper milking, 
good sanitation and edequate psac

and produce sturdy, thrifty birds. 
Ridlen points out. But Ladino is 
growing in popularity. 


It makes a succulent forage and 


will provide a supply.of B vita- 
mins as well as vitamin A for your 
pullets. It,also supplies protein 
and minerals, although not enough 
to meet the birds' requirements. 


Ridlen points out that ladino 


grows well in all sections of Illi- 
nois. But it grows best on fertile, 
moist soils. 
It needs sweet soil 


with a good supply of available 
phosphorus and potash.

good shape for years. 


However, one common error of 


many people is to put too much 
oil on. motors. 
Too much oil is 


worse than none at all, Kleis says. 
Some electric motors have sealed 
bearings and do not need to be 
oiled. 


Worn bearings, worn pulleys and 


loose belts in home appliances 
mayalso cause trouble. Keep your 
appliances clean and inspect them 
often for _signs of unusual wear, 
the engineer suggests. Many minor 
repairs you can make yourself, 
but others may require the serv- 
ices of a repairman. 


MILK FEVER 


Milk fever usually shows up from 


one to three days after calving, 
and cows seldom recover without 
treatment, says a University of 
Illinois veterinarian.

Corn Builds Farm Soil 
~

Com is often considered to be 


a soil-depleting crop; and usually 
so classified in agricultural pro- 
grams. Prof. Melsted of Illinois 
Agricultural Experiment 
Station 


in CROPS & SOILS show^s us that 
this is "dead wrong." 
.There is now evidence that with 
adapted hybrid seed, adequate fer- 
tililzation, and the right kind of 
management, corn may well be 
one of the farmer's most profitable 
soil-building crops. But—and here 
conies the rub—we may have to 
modify our cultural practices to ac- 
complish this. 


Prof. Melsted shows how soil 


fertility, soil organic matter, and 
soil tilth may be maintained un- 
der a system of continuous corn 
culture. The principal reason for 
our thinking that continuous corn 
or the corn-soybean rotation, is 
bad for the soil comes from our 
management of such 
rotations. 


Exploitive agriculture and low fer- 
tilization are the explanation. Un- 
der these practices the fertile Mid- 
west prairie soils have lost their 
organic matter and have eroded 
badly. 


Nitrogen is the only soil nutri- 


ent in which one has- the choice 
of supplyng it as a fertilizer or 
through the growth of legumes, and 
the problem really becomes this: 
Can continuous corn and commer- 
cial nitrogen do as much as a leg- 
ume crop in a rotation to build up 
our soils? 


The more organic matter the 


soil loses the poorer its physical 
properties become and the lower' 
its productive capacity without 
fertilizers. 
Legume residues will 


form more soil organic matter 
than either straw or stover. How- 
ever, if nitrogen is added to the 
straw and stover as they are re- 
turned to the soil, these residue* 
can form as much soil organic mat- 
ter as the legume. 


When the "no-cultivation" prac- 


tises used with such crops art im- 
posed upon the com crop, it too 
may become a builder of soil tilth. 
Where sufficient moisture is pres- 
ent in the soil, the growing of * 
legume, grass, or small grain be- 
tween the corn rows and the grow- 
ing of fall clover crops seeded in 
tlje corn early in the fall provde 
excellent erosion and weed control, 
lessen the need for excessive cul- 
tivation, and greatly increase the 
amount of residues available for 
conversion to soil organic matter. 


After all, there is nothing in- 


herent in the corn plant that makes 
it "hard" on the soil. Lack of ade- 
quate fertilization, failure to main- 
tain organic matter in the soil, and 
excess cultivation practices lire 
responsible for the deleterious ac- 
tion of corn on soils. When proper- 
ly managed and adequately fertl* 
lized, corn may well be a most pro- 
fitable soil-building crop.

(ASTM). All tile makers are fa- 
miliar with these standard tests. 


Each tile manufacturer usually 


has his own names to designate 
tile made at his plant. 
Names 


such as "Firsts" and "No. 1" 
usually indicate only the material 
that is being sold. They do not in- 
dicate the quality of the tile as de- 
termined by the ASTM specifica- 
tions. 


Most tile manufacturers regu- 


larly take samples of their prod- 
ucts to a laboratory for test and 
classification. When you buy tile, 
ask to see a recent copy of such 
tests. 


Your PMA or SCS office probably 


lias a list of dealers who have cer- 
tified that their drain tile meets 
ASTM specifications. For further 
information on what determines 
tile quality and how to select it, 
ask, at my office, for a copy of

Robert Wagner, Father of 
Wagner Act, Dies Monday 


NEW YORK I.?)—Robert F. Wag- 


ner, former Democratic U. S. sen- 
ator who sponsored the Wagner La- 
bor Relations Act and other impor- 
tant New Deal legislation, died 
Monday at 75 atter a long illness. 


Wagner, who resigned from the 


Senate in June, 1919, because of 
illness, died at the home of his 
son, 
Manhattan Borough Presi- 


dent Robert F. Wagner jr. The 
son said death was caused by 
heart fatigue. 


The former New York senator 


had been an invalid for the past 
few years. 


Wagner served almost 23 years 


in the U. S .Senate, but illness 
kept him from attending sessions 
in the 80th and Slst Congresses. 
When W a g n e r resigned. Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey. appointed Re- 
publican John Foster Dulles, the 


present secretary of state, to fill 
the seat until the November, 1949, 
election. In that election,, former 


Gov. 
Herbeit 
H. Lehman, the 


Demociatic-Liberal party nominee, 
defeated Dulles. 


Wagner, a militant New Dealer, 


sponsored the Social Security Act, 
the United States Housing Act, the 
National Industrial Recovery Act 
and other major legislation of the 
Franklin D. Roosevelt administra- 
tions in addition to the National 
Labor Relations Act. The Wagner 
Act later was supplanted by the 
Taft-Hartley Act. 


Born in G e r m a n y, he was 


brought to this country when 8 
years old. 


In 1908 he married Margaret Mc- 


Teague, who died in 1918. Besides 
his son, he leaves three sisters.

Business Outlook Still Defies 


Some Predictions 


i 
Business prospects look good to most businessmen. 


Bankers find the boom continuing along fairly safe lines de- 
spite some contradictions. And statisticians find the boom 
backed.up by a striking growth of real wealth widely dis- 
tributed among American families. 


These are the findings today of three sources viewing 


the economy from different angles. 
First, Dun & Bradstreet interviewed 1,261 business ex- 


ecutives over the country and found the majority expecting 
the last half of this year to be even better than the booming 
final months of 1952.

• 
• 


Two-thirds of them expect their sales totals to be higher. 


Most of the remainder think sales will be at least as high. 


Nearly all expect to be hiring as many or more workers 


this year. The majority sees no change in their selling prices, 
and about half of them look for their inventories to be at the 
same level at the end of this year as at the start. 


The broad base of consumer wealth on which business 


has to draw is shown in the second look at the economy to- 
day—this one by the National Industrial Conference Board 
which finds that half of U. S. families are now worth more 
than $7.500. 


Consumer wealth in the United States has risen 50 per 


cent since the end of World War II. Asset holdings of cash, 
insurance, homes, business interests, and the like, now ex- 
ceed 800 billion dollars, with offsetting debts of about 100 
billion dollars. 


DIXON EVENING 


The board's study of statistics gathered by a number of 


federal agencies show that a sixth of all families own more 
than $30,000 in net assets. 


Over half of all American families own their own homes. 


Three-fifths of middle-income families own cars. 
Nearly 


three-fourths of all families have either bank accounts or 
savings bonds. 


The third study of the economy today is by the National 


City Bank of New York. It has some misgivings about the 
health of the boom. 


"This country," it says, "is in a boom in the sense that 


debts are increasing; that demand for investment funds ex- 
ceeds current money savings, large though savings are; and 
that people are borrowing to buy." 


But the bank is reassured *by the fact that speculation 


is neither active nor forcing up prices. Nor is credit being 
used for speculative purposes to an alarming extent. 


Jacoby on Canasta 


Tips on Making Initial Meld 


By OSWALD JACOBT 


"When my husband is my part- 


ner at Canasta," complains a 
Pittsburgh reader, "he will never 
make an Initial meld from his 
hand. No matter how many points 
are needed for the Initial meld, 
and no matter what sort of hand 
he may hold, h« just sits there and 
tries for the discard pile. Is this 
supposed to be expert play?" 


Very often it IB, but I wouldn't 


say that it's always right to play 
in that way. It depends on the na- 
ture of your hand and the number 
of points required for the initial 
meld. 


You tend to meld from your 


hand when you have very little 
chance for the discard pile and' 
when you can do so at little cost 
to your own hand. You tend to 
play on instead of melding when 
you have a fine chance for the dis- 
card pile or when it would tak« 
too many cards to make the meld 
from your hand. 


Let's take an example or two to 


clarify 
this statement. 
Suppose 


you have four aces and four kings 
and three odd cards, with both 
sides needing 120 points for the 
initial meld. You have practically 
no chance to get the discard pile, 
regardless of whether or not you 
meld from your hand. 


With this- type of hand your best 


course is to meld at once. It may 
help your partner to win the pile. 


although that is somewhat doubt- 
ful. More important, it will warn 
your partner to hold his aces and 
kings and to prepare for a fast 
meld-out. 


You wouldn't be in such a hurry 


to meld if you had only thiec aces 
and three kings, with two deuces 
and three odd cards. You could 
still meld 120 points, .but only by 
melding' both wild cards—and you 
would have no way of knowing 
how to meld those dcuccs.-Irt such 
a case you would wait to pick an- 
other ace or another king; or to 
see if the discards told you any- 
thing about which kind of meld 
would get more help from your 
partner. 


I think that my correspondent's 


husband has a very strange ail-, 
ment. Most players fall into the 
opposite error of melding from the 
hand much too quickly. I like to 
see a player wander off in this new 
direction, if only because it shows 
the independence of mind that is 
essential to first-class play in any 
game.

Westbrook Recalls Sports-Writing Days; Say* 
Modern Terms for Curves Just Same Old Stuff 
There are really very few tricks that a pitcher can do with a 


baseball. He can make it spin to the left; if he is a right-hander, or 
to the right if he is a southpaw; he can make it spin over and he can 
throw a slow dead ball, meaning a ball that spins very little, although 
it probably does make, few revolutions, and seems to wobble in flight. 
Or a change of pace. The pitcher pretends to throw very hard. 


Sport-writers have made a great art and mystery of these sim- 


ple antics, but in any given quorum in a major or high-minor press- 
coop, there will rarely be found a journalist who ever had as much 


as one inning Of professional baseball experience. 
I recall only two in my term as a sport-writer. War- 
ren Brown, of the Chicago American, who had 
played a little in the Pacific Coast league, and Stan 
Baumgartner, who was a varsity athlete at the 
University of Chicago ana had a good career with 
both of the Philadelphia major league clubs. Of 
course, at World Series time, the press section 
fills up with current and passe professionals serving 
as experts for the sports-side and the syndicates, 
but most of them need spooks to put their pear- 
shaped thoughts into coherent prose. 


The few who write their own never clear up the illusions estab- 


lished by the regulars over the years. I do not mean to limit myself 
to the few knacks which I mentioned at the outset hereof. There is 
such a thing as an in-shoot, too, meaning a curve thrown by a right- 
hander which breaks to the right. This one is sharper than the out- 
curve, and it breaks only a few inches, whereas there is no soul so 
dead among our males, of whatever age, as cannot throw an "out" 
with a willowy hook on the end at least a yard wide. 


It became unfashionable, indeed naive, many years ago to speak 


of an in-shoot or an out-curve, although these are the two principal 
tricks of pitching. Christy Mathewson threw a thing that the sports- 
writers of the day called a fade-away. Some of contemporaries have 
told me that was an in-shoot which dropped a few inches also. He 
was a right-hander with good control and plenty of power and was 
thought to be able to impart a twist to the right and a slight overspin 
by twisting his wrist sharply to the left as the ball rolled out from 
between his thumb on the down-side and his index and middle fingers 
on the top. Other pitchers have been able to do the same but the 
deception here, as, in fact with most pitches, lies in concealment and 
surprise. Some pitchers never learn to cover up their intentions. The 
genius of the art, physical ability being understood, is to keep the 
hitter guessing until the ball is on top of him. 


There is a curve which is actual- 


ly a drop and was plainly called a 
drop in the days before sophistica- 
tion set in. Waite Hoyt of the Yan 
kees called his drop his "downer" 
and 
others 
have 
called 
it a 


"sinker." Overspin does it. Most 
drops also curve more or less to 
the pitcher's left because it is al- 
most impossible to throw an over 
spin without some lateral spin, 
loo. In all cases herein it is un- 
derstood that the same thing goes 
for left-handers, but in reverse.

Although some pitchers are cred- 


ited with ability to make a ball hop 
sharply upward as It nears the 
plate, that probably is just the 
work of somebody's imagination. 
To make a ball hop under modern 
rules, a pitcher must impart a 
backward spin. That seems to be 
a 
physical impossibility. 
How 


would you grip a ball and what 
sort of jerk would you use to cause 
it to spin back toward you in 
flight? And what other influence 
could make it hop upward? The 
fabulous Prank Mernwell, an in- 
credible hero of the boys of 40' 
years ago, was alleged to have 
ihtown a hop for good old Yale, 
but Burl L. Standish, who created 
him and his equally glamorous 
kid brother. Dick, never showed 
up around the haunts of baseball 
men and I believe he wrote with 
little but his incorrigible imagina- 
tion to go on. 


The spit-ball was an exception 


to the obvious dynamic limitations 
on a ball in flight. Umpires and 
hitters who observed the spitter 
said it actually did jump some- 
times. This was supposed to have 
been caused by the pressure of air 
against a small globule of slippery 
saliva dabbed on the ball as the 
pitcher concealed it 
behind his 


glove. For this specialty, the few 
men who threw it, chewed slippery 
elm. 


Ed Walsh, the great White Sox 


pitcher, seems to have been the 
first man to use it efficiently and, 
for all I ever heard to the contrary, 
he invented it. Lee Meadows and 
Jack Quinn also threw a spitter 
and were allowed 'to go on with it 
by special privilege as long as 
they lasted, after it'had been ruled 
illegal for new men coming in. It 
was unpredictable because the 
globule might'be on top, bottom or 
either side. The explanation that 
the sputer was not hygienic was 
nonsense. The truth was that short- 
ly after the Black Sox scandal, 
arising from the World Series of 
1019, the magnates, who Actually 
own Md make the rules for the 
whole.country, including the ama- 
teurs, decided to stimulate busi- 
ness by handicapping the pitchers.

Billy Evans, a great umpire and 


a very superior fellow by compari- 
son with most of his contempo- 
raries, said Cicotte's shiner just 
seemed to explode. It was very 
fast and it took eccentric action, 
but I never heaid any plausible 
explanation and Evans couldn't 
fathom it.

The Doctor Says: 


Epidemic Hepatitis Brings 
Jaundice—Recovery Slow

Mrs. A. M. D. asks whether hepa- 


titis i* contagious, what it is, and 
whether there is a cure. She says 
there are several cases in the 
school where her children go. 


This question probably refers to 


what Is variously known as mfec- 
ious hepatitis, epidemic hepatitis, 
or catarrhal jaundice. 


In all probability the disease is 


an old one, but because our troops 
during the war in certain areas suf- 
ered from it particularly, a great 
deal of new knowledge and new 
nterest has come about concerti- 
ng- the disease during the past 10 
or 12 years. 


So far as is known there are 


probably two viruses responsible 
or this liver disease. (Hepatitis 
means inflammation of the liver.) 
One of them produces what is 
sometimes known as serum jaun- 
dice, a condition in which the symp- 
oms develop two-or three months 
after injection with human serum 
3r plasma containing the offending 
,'irus. This is being conquered. 


The other, or perhaps true in- 
ectious hepatitis, is contagious 
and is acquired in some uncertain 
ray from someone else who al- 
'eady harbors the responsible vi- 
•us. In other words, it is catching. 


About half the patients stricken 


vith the epidemic form of the 
disease develop a fever which gen- 
erally reaches about 103 degrees. 
The typical yellow color of the skin 
ind eyeablls, known as jaundice, 
s frequently not noticed until after 
he patient has been sick for sev- 
ral days. 
Actually the amount of jaundice 


•aries a good deal from person to 
jerson and in some may be bright 
•ellow and in others may be hard- 
y noticeable. 


Convalescence from a typical 
ase of the disease often takes a 
ong time. It is generally con- 
sidered to take about two months 
or even longer. In some the acute 
form seems to be followed by a 
chronic variety from which recov- 
ery is quite slow. Most, however, 
get well without serious after ef- 
fects. 


BED REST IS BEST 


The treatment which seems to 


work best includes «trict bed rest 
as early in the course of the di- 
sease as possible. 
This bed rest 


should be continued for a long 
time during convalescence beqause 
getting up too early often sterna 
to bring back some qf the symp- 
toms. 


Another 
aspect 
of 
treatment 


which is helpful is to use a'diet 
containing a high proportion of pro- 
tein foods such as milk, fish, egga 
and cheese. 
' ' 


It would be comforting to re- 


port that this "disease is now.con- 
quered and that everything-about 
it that needs to be known has 
been discovered. Unfortunately this 
is not the case. Much further re- 
search work is needed before all 
of the necessary facts which' will 
lead to its prevention and bettei 
treatment can be accumulated.

The same cars stayed 
with the group in Jerusalem. I 
seemed necessary to pack "two 
days of traveling and sightseeing 
into each day in order to covei 
everything. All the places of Bibh 
cal intetest were vjsited, also sev 
eral missions, h o s p i t a l s am 
schools. This section is all Arabs 
and they are very poor. The farm 
ers raise a small amount of whea 
and oats on the stony ground bu 
most of them have herds of sheep 
or goats. They are still using a 
crooked wooden stick for a' plow 
with one or two donkeys or oxen 
diawing it. The hills and valleys 
aie ban en. People dress and live 
as they did 2,000 years ago. The lit 
tie donkey is Jihe beast of burden 
and carries huge loads or else is 
hitched to a heavy two-wheelec 
cart. They are the only means ol 
tianspoitation. 


Mr. and Mrs. Zigler found the 


refugee problem to be a serious 
one. Thousands are living in tents 
and many have no work. Arab 
girls do not attend school. It is a 
common sight to see an Arab man 
riding a donkey while his wife, 
carrying a water jar or bundle on 
ler head, walking behind. There 
are many fine people among the 
Arabs the Ziglers found but be 
cause they have been under Turk- 
sh rule and the rule of others for 
lundreds of years, they have lost 
their initiative to forge ahead. 
The government does little for its 
seople. 


Cairo, Egypt 


From Jerusalem the tour went 


by plane to Cauo, Egypt, where 
he group visited the Pyramids

museums. On' returning to Jerusa. 
lem they passed through the barb 
wire fence into the Israel lide of 
Palestine. The city of Jerusalem 
is divided into two parts. One half 
was given to the Arabs and the 
ether half to the Jewi. "No Man's 
Land" is a narrow strip of ground 
between the two parts both border' 
ed by tangled barb wire«fence and 
heavily armed. 


Palestine was divided by the 


U.K. about four years ago. In "No 
Man's Land" are many homes and 
factories, 
but many have 
been 


bombed. There is a very modern 
hospital and university standing 
idle. When they passed over on the 
other side it was like passing into 
another world, the Ziglers noted. 
There are still 125,000 Arabs on 
this side for they chose to remain 
with the Jews. All Jewish and 
other children here must attend 
school. The people dress like the 
Americans and no donkey carts 
aie seen. Cities are full of cars and 
trucks. This side of Jerusalem 
looks like one of America's mod- 
ern cities. Hundreds of homes, 
schools, apartments and hospitals 
have been built. Factories of every 
description 
are 
being 
erected 


throughout the land of Israel. The 
barren hills and valleys have been 
or are being planted to millions 
of trees, mostly orange, grape- 
fruit and olive. Swamps have been 
drained and in many places dams 
have been built for irrigation. 


The most beautiful YMCA in the 


world is in Jerusalem. The farm- 
ers use all modern machinery and 
many have large herds of Hol- 
stein cattle. They also have chick- 
en ranches. Thousands of refugees 
are pouring in every month. They 
are given a tent or a small home 
and patch of ground for garden. 
As quickly as possible they are

ready to cast their nets. All the 
places of Biblical interest were on 
the tour but many of the sites are 
traditional and all of them with 
the exception of the Garden Tomb 
have been changed or rebuilt by a 
church or mosque. 


In Capernaum all that remains 


are those of an ancient synagogue 
said to be the one 10 which Christ 
preached and could easily be, the 
Ziglers thought. Shoit services 
were held at the Mount of Olives, 
Gordon's Calvary and the Gar- 
den Tomb. While many of these 
places may not be authentic the 
locality is the place where Christ 
lived and taught. Palestine is be- 
ginning to "blossom as a rose" as' 
has been prophesied.

the cities of Haifa, Jaffa and Tel- 
Aviv. These, cities are rapidly be- 
coming large places, especially 
Tel Aviv, which ia a miiacle in 
growth, in modern architecture 
and beauty, the first building be- 
ing erected in 1909.

for Rome where they spent several 
days and boarded the new U. S. 
Liner Independence for home. The 
Ziglers and othen in the group en-, 
joyed the elegant old world hotels 
and excellent food but the Statue 
of Liberty was a welcome sight to 
all as they came into New York 
larbor.

Bids will be accepted in Spring- 


field May 18 in the state highway 
program to improve a mile and a 
third of Rt. a leading out of the 
northeast corner of Dixon toward 
the cement plant. 


According to M. M. Memler, dis- 


trict engineer of the state division 
of highways here, the improve- 
ment will start at Steele avenue 
and Third street, down Ravine 
avenue, and northeast along Rt. 2 
to a point around the curve at the 
cement plant.

Then, near the war's end, the 


Americans and Russians met on 
the Mulde river in Germany. Rus- 
sia's Gen. Koniev invited Ameri- 
ca's Gen. Omar N. Bradley to din- 
ner at his headquarters.

Nellie Fox of the White Sox and a 
few others should be the models of 
youngsters, especially the bonus 
babies. 


Slaughter remains perpetual mo- 


tion itself, a man always in a hur- 
ry. He never has been known to 
walk while in working clothes. He 
always runs. He would slide into 
a pit of ground glass to score a 
run; climb a wall, if he could, to 
catch a ball. 


"Baseball is a competitive 


game," he says. "A job's a job, 
and you get paid for what' you 
produce."

Commercial TV Fears 
Inroads of Educators 


•Stodclarcl 


WASHINGTON — &> —The pres- 


ident of the University of Illinois 
said today commercial interests 
"are 
afraid of educational tele- 


vision because they fear it will 
raise the TV standards." 


Dr. George W. Stoddard, in the 


capital for a national conference 
on educational TV, said in an in- 
terview there is "a genuine fear" 
commercial groups will "try and 
grab off the 242 channels allotted 
to educational TV." 


He listed two reasons: 
1. "Educational TV represents a 


potential source of income lost to 
them." 


2. "TV standards will be raised 


so high the commercial stations 
will have to meet them." 


Standards Low 


Up to now, Stoddard said, stand- 


ards of many TV programs have 
been "very low indeed—murder, 
crime and that sort of stuff—and 
most of it is really bad for chil- 
dren." 
»The 
Federal Communications 


Commission has reserved 242 chan- 
nels- for educational TV stations, 
and until June 2 no commercial 
group may apply for these chan- 
nels. After that date, such applica- 
will be considered and the com- 
mission will decide each case on 
its merits. 


In remarks prepared 
for the 


.conference, Chairman Tobey (R- 
NH) of the Senate Commerce 
Committee said of these channels: 
"I say, as long as they are there, 
they are for education." 


"You can be sure," Stoddard 


said, "the commercial people are 
ready to go after those channels as 
soon as it's legal. for them to 
move." 


"Charity Patients" 


In a speech to the conference 


Monday, Stoddard said that while 
commercial stations have been 


airing some education programs, 
"educational programs today are 
strictly charity patients of the 
c o m m e r c i a l broadcasting sta- 
tions." 


He said they have assigned the 


poorest hours of the day to educa- 
tional programs and have "driven 
them off the air when they found 
commercial sponsors for the 
time." 


Stoddard added: 
"We may be able to push com- 


mercial station into better pro- 
grams." 


Stoddard is head of the Educa- 


tional TV Program Center at Chi- 
cago, which will film and channel 
programs for use of educational 
stations throughout the country. 


The Ford Foundation has given the 
center V.s million dollars to work 
with. 


Some Ideas 


"I asked some of the professors 


at Illinois to give me some ideas 
for programs." he said, "and 
they have come up with such ap 
pealing programs as these: 


"How a cyclotron works, how to 


learn to read better, how a neigh 
borhood can take community ac- 
tion, aging successfully, what's in 
your attic, preparations for parent- 
hood. . ." 


Stoddard and every other speak' 


er at the conference agreed that 
educational TV is here to stay and 
that it has attracted "overwhelm 
ing public support."
